1. (Currently amended) A threaded fastener having a shank, bi-Io w threads disposed about 
a portion of the shank, a self-drilling ti p at one end of the shank and a head at another end of tfte 
shank, and wherein at least 1 .4 mm of the shank is unthreaded between the threads and the jiead 
and threads holding a cubstaniioHy dry solf - ouring adh e siv e. 

2. (Onginal) The fastener of claim I wherein the tip is distanced from the threads by at 
least 0.5 cm. 

3. (Original) The fastener of claim 1 wherein the tip is distanced from the threads by at 
least 1 cm, 

4. (Original) The fastener of claim 1 wherem the tip comprises a pinch point configuration. 

5. (Currently amended) The fastener of claim I further comprising a dry, self-curing m 
adhesive disposed on the threads in a discontinuous manner wh e rein th e adhesiv e is 
micro e ncapsulat e d . 

6. (Currently amended) The fastener of claim 1 further comprising an adhesive that is 
discontinuously disposed about at least a portion of the threads, w herein the adhe s iv e compris e s 
first and socond pan s that harden whon mixed. 

7. (Original) The fastener of claim I wherein the threads comprise stainless steel. 

8. (Currently amended) The fastener of claim 5 further comprising an adhesive that is 
disposed about at least a portion of the threads, but does not contact the head . 1 vvhoroin tho 
thr e adfi - aro diopoood about a shank, and further oompriok»g - a - load bearing head at on ond of tho 
shank- 

9. (Original) The fastener of claim 8 wherem further comprising a nib disposed on a 
surface of the head. 
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10. (Currently amended) The fastener of claim 1 wherein the head is a countersunk type of 
head ^at least a portion of the threads has a high low configuration. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The fastener of claim 1 further comprising a microencapsulated 
adhesive that is disposed on ax least a portion of the high-low threads, wher e in th e adh e siv e4s 
mioro o noapo ui atod, and at loofit - a pomoa ogtho - thFeads has a high - low configuration . 

12. (Original) The fastener of claim 1 wherein the tip is distanced from the threads by at 
least 0.5 cm, and the adhesive is microencapsulated, and at least a portion of the threads has a 
high-low configuration. 

13. (Original) A method of assembling a structure having a composite wall, comprising: 
providing a threaded fastener according to claim 1; and screwing the fastener into the wall. 

14. (Original) A method of assembling a structure having a composite wall, comprising: 
providing a threaded fastener according to claim 1 1; and screwing the fastener into the wall. 

1 5. (Original) The method of claim 14 wherein the wall comprises fiberglass. 

16. (Original) The method of claim 14 wherein the structure comprises a boat, 

1 7. (Original) A method of assembling a structure having a composite wall, comprising: 
providing a threaded fastener according to claim 12; and screwing the fastener into the wall. 

1 8. (New) The fastener of claim 1 wherein at least 6.35 mm of the shank is unthreaded 
between the threads and the head. 

19. (New) The fastener of clann 1 wherein the threads have a length, and further comprising 
a microencapsulated adhesive that is disposed along the length of the threads. 
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
